REMARKS 

Claims 1-1 1 are in the application. Claims 1 and 6 are amended to more clearly 
and distinctly convey the physical relationship between the first and second printer 
contact pads that are on opposite side surfaces of the cartridge body. No new matter is 
entered into the case by the amendment. 

In the Office Action, claims 3-5 and 9-1 1 were objected to and claims 1-2 and 
6-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,706,040 to Reid. The foregoing rejections are respectfully traversed. Applicants 
greatly appreciate the indication that claims 3-5 and 9-11 contain allowable subject 
matter. 
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A. The Rejection of Claims 1-2 and 6-8 Over The Cited References Is Untenable. 

In the Office Action, claims 1-2 and 6-8, the claims were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by US- Patent No. 5,706,040 to Reid. In order for 
§ 102(b) to act as a bar, every element of a claim in the application must be found in a 
single reference. The '040 patent to Reid does not contain all of the elements found in 
the claims as discussed below. 

As set forth in the Detailed Description of the Preferred Embodiments of the 
application, the lk wing portions" of the flexible circuit "are applied to the opposed sides 
56 and 58 of the ink cartridge body 52." See Page 1 1, lines 9-10 (emphasis added). As 
shown in Figure 5 and Figure 1 0, the contact pads 106 and 108 on the flexible circuit 
100 are located on surfaces 56 and 58 — surfaces that do not exist in the same geometric 
plane with one another. 

In contrast to the description offered in the application, the fc 040 patent does not 
teach, suggest, or disclose applying the flexible tape on the sidewalk 108. Rather, the 
s 040 patent states that "[c]outact pads 86 are arranged on flexible tape only along one 
side portion of the body 106, where body 106 is generally flat [i.e., existing in a single 
geometric plane]." See '040 Patent, Column 6, lines 53-55. Figure 5c and Figure 5d 
clearly show the relevant positions of the body 106 as existing in a substantially single 
geometric plane. The flexible tape does not extend to the sidewalls 108 and no 
embodiment described in the 6 040 patent suggests or provides a structure similar to the 
claimed structure. 

Claims 2 and 7-8 are patentable over the '040 patent for the same reasons claim 
1 and 6 are patentable over the £ 040 patent. Reconsideration and allowance of claims 
1 - 1 1 are respectfully requested.
